then presented by Elihu Root. 


The naval treaty was not road, 


but Secty. Hughes 
outlined' its 


terms and declared that so far as 
capital ships are concerned "the in- 
Cfcgrity of the plan proposed on. be- 
half of the American govenmio-^ 
has been maintained." 


A description of the terms of the 


naval limitation treaty outlines the 
results agreed upon between "the 
Big Fiver!' following the dramatic 
announcement of the American pro- 
posals by Secty. Hughes at the op- 
ening session of the conference on 
Nov. 14. 


Just before the presentation of 


the naval 
treaty the 'Shantung 


agreement was announced and de- 
scribed with satisfaction 
by 
the 


representative^ of China and Japan. 


Arthur .1. Balfour described it as

Hughes and representatives of Chi- 
na and Japan," and threw hi anoth- 
er surprise by the annouacem«n.t, 
that Great Britain would hand back , 
to China her lease on Wei Hai Wei.

Illinois- Central _System Calls Slate . 
Control of Rates Backward Step 


The'-e has been much discussion lately of bills introduced into Congress to take 


away from the Interstate Commerce Commission all authority over state' rates. The 
proposed, legislation, we believe, is unprog ressive, impracticable and illogical 


Our Federal Constitution grew out of a generally accepted feeling on the part 


of'the people that commerce among the-states should be free. 
Oar torefathers were 


convinced that nothing but ruin aud chaos would result from a system whicn avowed 
one state to pat restrictions upon the commerce of anotner state. 
The Federal Gov- 


ernment was founded upon the theory that commerce and trade were national sub- 
iects and should not be subjected to local conditions. To that end tne Constitution 
confers the exclusive power upon Congress to regulate commerce among the states. 
By a. long line of Supreme Court decisions it is now thoroughly settled that a state 
mu«t not be permitted to make any rate or regulation which wijl interfere witn inter- 
state commerce 
The power of the Interstate Commerce Commission to condemn such 


rates which do discriminate against interstate commerce has been repeatedly upheld. 


As a practical matter, everyone knows that a railway system traversing a num- 


ber of'states is -operated as a unit. All its property is used in both interstate and 
intrastate commerce. Its revenue from both are commingled; its expenses as between 
the two classes of commerce cannot be accurately separated. It ought not to main- 
ta;n upon its line as many separate and distinct systems of rates as there are states 
which it traverses. In the case of the Illinois Central System, passing through and 


system of rates"."* Of course, there is a political difference as. between the relation of 
counties to states and states to nation, but, as a practical matter, the two situations 


. are analogous.

No one has ever been able'to give any good reason why a passenger making an in- 


trastate journey should pay a rate lower than or different from that of the pas?anger 
making an interstate journey, both occupying the same seat and receiving precisely 
the same accommodations. Railroads in the United States have-for a long time strug- 
gled against this divided authority. They have been' subjected to a number of con- 
flicting regulations, and have been greatly embarrassed and inconvenienced by the ne- 
cessity of obeying the mandates of various state commissions on the subject of rate?, 
many of which conflict with.one another. In some instances state commissions have 
frankly announced their purpose to give to the people of their own state an advantage 
over'the people of another state by making a discriminating rate adjustment. In ore 
western state, a state commission put. out an order requiring the railroads to put up 
placards in their stations explaining how an interstate passenger can defeat the inter- 
state rate by buying a-ticket to a border point, getting off the train, and rebuyii'.g 
across the border. All these considerations induced Congress, in the Transportation 
Act, to provide more 'convenient machinery that had theretofore existed whereby dis- 
criminations against interstate commerce could be removed, and whereby the states 
would be required to contribute their fair share toward the expense of maintaining th 
e transportation machine. 
. 


While present legislation does not go so far, .yet it is recognized by all thought- 


ful students of the problem that there should be but one body with power to regulate 
rates, and that the national body... There would still be left to the state commissions 
many important duties in connection with their police power. Their jurisdiction would 
be unimpaired as to service matters, such as-operation* of intrastate trains, character of 
•station facilities, crossing, etc. 


'It is a great mistake to suppose that t he control of rates by the Interstate Com- 


• merce Commission would make ijb more troublesome and expensive for patrons of the 


railroad to obtain relief. The Interstate Commerce Commission has more than a thou- 
sand expert employes, drawn from every section of the country,, thoroughly familiar 
with local problems 'and competent to assist.in the solution of rate question. A petition 
to the Interstate Commerce Commission will in nearly every case bring one of these ex- 
aminers almost to the door of the petitioner, where the complaint can be heard. The 
proceeding is informal, the expense is less, generally speaking, than is involved in 
going to the state capital to present a matter to the state commission, and no reason 
exists why the public generally should'-not look with,favor upon a system which will 
insure fair, consistent and harmonious'treatment of the ra^e structure of the country.

Various studies show mem- 
bers of families of more than nine' 
are two or three times as likely to 
perish in their infancy as those born 
into families of less than five. More- 
over, many women would have their 
lives cut .short by excessive child- 
bearinj?. 
There are settlements of

Nevertheless, imagine that with

Let us venture on another hy- 


pothesis. More than !iny people in

where are women so submissive to 
the admonitions of their spiritual 
director, so resigned to the burden 
of children that is laid upon them. 
Hence a fecundity in certain parts 
of the province of Quebec which is 
not matched1 in any other part of 


the world where there is such 
a 


thing as vital statistics. In a year 
fifty-five babies .are born per thou- 
sand of population—nearly two and 
a half times as many as in our "reg- 
istration areo." 


To be sure, it is the grave-yard 


rather than the nursery that is pop- 
ulated by thees 
heroic 
sacrifices. 


Students of the Loyola School of 
Sociology 
and 
Social 
Service in 


Montreal have established that a 
baby born in that city is twice as 
likely to. die in infancy as a Toron- 
to baby', more than twice as likely 
to die as a New York baby and four 
times as likely not to survive the 
first year as a baby born in Brook- 
line, Masaschusetts. This, however, 
has really nothing to do with the 
matter of fulfilling our duty in re- 
spect to reproduction. 


Now if our people came to be as 


docile and devout as these habitans 
of French 
Canada, every couple 


willing to have "as many children 
as God sends," why then 
about 


three 
thousand 
'of those 
born 


among usjthis year would as acto- 
genarians see our country, peopled 
by three billions of human beings, 
that is, by thrive the po'pulation of 
Asia and Africa today with severity 
million folks . thrown 
in for good 


measure. . Oi course no such num- 
bers 'could be maintained here, but 
the calculation shows what we let 
ourselves in for if we take the 
Zaccahea family as our ideal. 


Suppose that, instead of loking 


at the performance 'of other peoples 
we should go to our ancestors for a 
standard. 
We do not know the 


birth rate or 
death rate of our 


great grandparents, but we do know 
that through the forty years inter- 
vening between the inauguration of 
George Washington and that of An- 
drew Jackson the natural growth of 
our population averaged three per- 
cent a year. Should, we equal their 
record for the 
remainder of this 


century the American people would 
then be two-thirds as numerous as 
the "pro.swrt 
inhabitants of 
the 


gloi>e! 


"With ,such Matterhorns of prolifi- 


cacy in full view, how 
mortifying 


appears the actual performance of 
American mothers. Even with the 
aid of the millions of big-family 
foreign-born 
in our midst, their 


fruitfulness is only about a third of 
that of the French Canadians in the 
good old days and a mere half of 
what you find among the 
Slavic 


peoples. Our excess of births over 
deaths is only seventy per cent. Our 
natural growth of population is a 
little.less than one percent a year. 
Keeping . this up for eighty years 
and ignoring immigration we should 
come to the year 2,000 A. IX with 
only 222 millions of population. 


It is evident then that millions 


upon millions of/American married 
couples—perhaps the majority 
of 


those of native stock—arc in some 
degree slackcvs. .They are regulat- 
ing the size of their families 
and 


this by other means than 
marital 


abstinence. Nor is there any pros- 
pect that the situation will improve. 
For the death rate of our people 
will be brought still lower. In twen- 
ty years the; experimenters, 
the 


doctors, the public health'agencies 
and the social workers have pulled 
it down more than a quarter. Per- 
haps they can pare it down another 
quarter in the next twenty years. 
Why, even if there were no fresh 
conquests of disease, the mere put- 
ting into effect everywhere among 
us of measures which are now^ op- 
erating with 
success 
somewhere 


would reduce our death rate to one 
in a hundred each year. 
So one 


need not strain his imagination in 
forecasting an annual mortality of 
nine in a thousand or even eight. 
But as more 
parents rind grand- 


parents round out their lives and 
death is well-nigh banished from

There is, then, ahead of us 
an 


endless vist-.i of restriction of the 
size of families. We shall leave un- 
used an increasing portion of. that 
fertility which became established 
in our species long ago in order to 
meet a rate of wastage which no 
longer presents itself 
in civilized 


life. In China about all b| human 
natural fertility is needed in order 
to balance deaths, particularly the 
excessive mortality of infants. 
In 


southern and eastern Europe about 
half of this fertility is now required 
u> maintain numbers. 
In central 


Europe a third. 
In Scandinavia, 


Great Britain, Australasia and the 
United States a fourth or less. 
Some of us will live to a time when 
a fifth or even a sixth of human 
reproductive power will 
suffice to 


keep up our population. To be sure, 
after several decades a stationary 
population 
would include 
such 


heavy contingents of the later age- 
classes that the annual death rate 
would hover in the neighborhood of 
fifteen, and perhaps thirty percent 
of human fertility would be 
re- 


quired if numbers were to be main- 
tained. 
Even then, however, 
the 


calling into operation of as much as 
half of the reproductive power of 
our race would be sheer madness.

If we have no cause to fear lest 


the advanced 
peoples 
grow 
too 


slowly it does not follow that all is 
well.

without it those who hold the prevailing views 
can never be sure that they are correct. Onl> 
by open discussion and comparison of one view 
with another can we be sure that our own view 
is able to stand the comparison. No view is 
really known toji be rational without such 'com- 
parison. 
Therefore when the expression of 


minority opinion is suppressed, the majority 
opinion is totally deprived of the char.ce to 
prove itself rational. 
To suppress minority 


ideas is to rob society of its right to certainty. 


It is a nght of society because, all growth, 


all progress, ail new ideas begin in a minority. 
They have to be* some body's before they can 
be everybody's. Whatever has at any time been 
adopted by a majority was started by minority 
and in most cases a majority had once been 
hostile to it. Every minority is a potential ma- 
jority. 
Society's growing point is always 


heresy. To suppress'minority ideas is to rob 
society of its right to grow. 


It is a right of society because when minor- 


ity ideas arc harmful they should' be brought 
into the light where they can be_attack'ed on 
their demerits and rationally undermined.- A 
wrong idea becomes most dangerous when it is 
driven underground. 
An idea isn't really 


stopped that way, but it may be distorted, em- 
bittered, and given explosive force. 
To sup- 


press minority ideas is to rob society of its 
right to safety. 


It is a right of society because those in con- 


trol of a community function properly only in 
the i'ace of alert and active criticism. Democ- 
racy is far from being sheer "majority rule." 
The majority rule is merely a -device for get- 
ting things democratically done; true public 
opinion is a blend—an organizing, rather—of 
many ideas put forth by many groups. 
An 


"opposition party" has a lot to do with the ac- 
tions of a parliament or legislature. No au- 
thority is ever sound which is not forced to 
watch its step. To suppress minority ideas is 
to rob society of its right to criticism. 


Free speech, finally, is a right of society 


because suppression is always negative, and is 
made an excuse for withholding the positive ac- 
tions that society needs. Is a minority foolish 
and ignorant? 
In supressiflg it we forget'to 


educate and inform and provide the source of 
wisdom for all the people. Is a minority rest- 
less or rebellious? In suppressing it we for- 
get to seek out the roots of ill will and to give 
justice to all the people. Is a minority radically 
offensive, religiously hostile,. or culturally un- 
assimiiated? In'suppressing it we forget .that 
we must pay the price of difficult obligations if 
we would have true brotherhood and unity in 
all the people. To suppress minority ideas is 
to rob society of its highest responsibilities.
